sions to literary knowledge, attributes 
them to Butier’s “Hudibras.”’ Goldsmith did 
so. These lines are not to be found in But- 
ler; but the same idea, much more clumsily 
expressed, has been traced to that source. 
The most probable explanation is that 
Goldsmith, quoting from memory, uncon-
